Out  spring  day  a  well  dressed,  qttiet 
locking  roan  drifted  into  town  and  put 
up  at  lhe  hotel  In  the  course  of  time 
l„.  was  introduced  to  all  tho  crowd 
thr, at  tbe  hotel,  and  they  found  him  .

There  are  hopeful  signs  that  the 
boarding  house  epoch  is  giving  way ^  to 
an  «ra  of  light  housekeeping,  and  the 
economic  importance  of  the  chau*e 
h.ttdly  Is-  overestimated.  Not  only  does 
it  indicate  that  the  wealth  producing 
population  is  being  increased  by  large 
numl-mi  of  its  former  dependents,  but 
means  that  the  intelligence  of  the 
muiitry  is  coming  to  be  enlisted  in  sci 
entitle  methods  «f  housekeeping.  It  in 
sores  the  introduction  of  new  inventions 
and  test  appliances  in  the  home.  The 
New  England  matron  may  regulate  the 
complex  machinery  of  extensive  house¬ 
hold  affairs  aeeordiug  to  the  meet  ap¬ 
proval  methods,  but  it  is  nevertheless 
true  that  science  in  domestic 
has  been  awaiting  the  era  of  light 
housekeeping.  Ignorance  -  and  cheap 
labor  are  the  natural  enemies  of  m- 
veutnm,  and  in  the  field  of  woman  s 
indkUifry  the  battle  is  not  yet  fought, 
although  labor  saving  appliances  are  at

youd  towels,  and  we  protested  i  bat  no 

traveler  should  be  obliged  to  drag  such 
bulky  objects  about  with  him  in  tho* 
davs  of  improved  transit  facilities.  The 
logic  of  this  argument  was  hot  very 
strong  on  oar  side,  it  is  true,  but  mo  t 
travelers  will  agree  with  us  ncw»#rth«- 
less.  The  Russian  lodging  house  people, 
ih  return,  seemed  to  regard  us  with 
amazement  and  pity  because  we  did  not 
possess  these  things  and  decliued  U)  pur 
chase  them.  Their  idoa  must  hav<-  b«  i-n 
that  we  were  accustomed  to  sh  op  in 
our  clothes,  like  their  own  peasants.

Birds  are  perhaps  mare  comm*uly  the 
victim#  of  illusions  than  other  animals, 
their  #*npidity  about  their  egg*  being 
quite  ismarkable.  Last  year,  for  in¬ 
stance,  a  hen  got  into  the  pavilion  °f  * 
ladies’  golf  club  and  began  to  ait  on  a 
golf  ball  in  a  corner,  f&r  which  it  made 
a  nest  With  a  couple  of  pocket  handker¬ 
chiefs.  But  mtuy  quadrupeds  are  not 
only  deceived  for  the  moment  by  reflec¬ 
tions,  abadows  and  sach  unrealities,  but 
often  are  in  victims  to  illusions  largely 
developed  by  tbe  imagination. 

The^fcorse,  for  instance,  is  one  of  tbe 
bravest  of  animals  when  face  to  face 
with  dangers  which  it  can  understand, 
such  as  the  charge  of  an  elephant  or  a 
wild  boar  at  hay.  Yet  the  courageous 
and  devoted  horse,  so  steadfast  against 
the  dangeis  he  knows,  is  a  prey  to  a 
hundred  terrors  of  tho  imagination  due 
to  ilijoaioiiK,  mainly  those  of  sight,  for 
shying,  the  minor  effect  of  these  illu¬ 
sions,  and  “bolting, ”  in  which  panic 
gains  complete  possession  of  his  soul, 
are  o«nsed,  us  a  rule,  by  mistakes  as  to 
what  the  horse  sees,  and  not  by  misiu- 
terpretatiou  of  what  he  hears.  It  is  no¬ 
ticed,  for  instance,  that  many  horses 
whiojl  shy  usually  start  away  from  ob¬ 
jects  ou  one  side  more  frequently  than 
from  objects  on  the  other.  Tliid  is  prob¬ 
ably  iuo  to  ueficts  in  the  vision  of  oue 
or  otCr  eye. 

In  nearly  all  caws  of  shying  the  horse 
takes  fright  at  some  unfamiliar  object, 
though  this  is  common ly  quite  harm¬ 
less,  auch  ns  a  wheelbarrow  upside 
down,  a  freshly  felled  log  or  a  picoc  of 
paptnr  rolling  before  the  wind.  This  in¬ 
stantly  becomes  an  illusion,  is  inter¬ 
pret^  os  something  else,  and  it  is  a  cu- 
rioui  question  iu  equine  neuropathy  to 
know  what  it  is  that  the  licrae  figures 
thes*  harmless  objects  to  be.  IMieu 
Russian  ponies  first  began  to  bo  shipped 
to  Harwich,  they  usually  objected  to 
pass  near  a  donkey.  This  reluctance 
was  explained  on  tho  hypothesis  that 
the  ponies  seldom  saw  donkeys  in  Rus-

Head  rests  or  cushions  for  piazza 
chairs  are  covered  with  cream  linen* 
and  gruasclotha.  They  are  embroidered 
in  wash  silks,  and  when  soiled  may  be 
washed  and  made  to  look  freah  and  new. 
The  cushion  is  made  in  the  shape  of  a 
half  circle,  bat  the  cover  is  straight  und 
cut  seven  inches  longer  than  the  cushion, 
the  ends  being  finished  with  a  bulf  inch, 
hemstitched  border.  The  cover  is  drawn 
up  at  each  end,  leaving  a  three  inch 
frill,  and^is  tied  with  linen  cords  and 
tassels,  by  which  the  cushion  is  hung  tc 
the  chair.  ▲  very  dainty  cover  ia  made 
of  deep  cream  colored  linen,  embroidered 
across  oue  end  with  a  hop  vine  and 
flowers  in  delicate  greens.

The  showing  of  the  English  women's 
colleges  this  year  is  a  record  of  which 
all  women  should  be  proud.

Miss  Gertrude  Long  bottom 
is  placed  between  the  eleventh  and  thir¬ 
teenth  wranglers;  only  three  women, 
Miss  Fawcett,  Miss  Johnson  and  Miss 
Scott,  have  hitherto  gamed  higher  hon¬ 
ors  in  the  mathematical  tripos.  Miss 
Long  bottom  was  educated  at  the  North 
London  Colegiate  School  For  Girls,  and 
went  up  to  Girton  iu  1898.  MissLazen- 
by.  who  is  declared  equal  to  the  twenty- 
sixth  wrangler,  belong*  to  Newnham 
college.  Twelve  other  ladies  have  been 
successful  in  this  tripos ;  ten  have  ob¬ 
tained  a  second  and  two  a  third  class. 


Ruche  Trimmings. 

The  revival  of  the  ruche  as  a  trim¬ 
ming  should  be  hailed  with  delight  by 
the  amateur,  so  easily  i9  it  made,  so 
effective  is  it.  Of  its  popularity,  there¬ 
fore,  there  can  be  no  donbt,  and  already 
it  is  much  in  evidence.  A  Paris  model 
gown  seen  the  other  day  had  every  skirt 
seam  outlined  with  ruchings,  its  sleeve 
epaulets  being  adorned  in  the  same 
manner.  These  ruchings  may  be  jaade 
of  glace  or  sarcenet  silk  or  even  the 
thinner  kinds  of  ribbon.  Sometimes 
they  match,  sometimes  they  contrast 
with  the  frock  they  trim,  but  of  what¬ 
ever  shade  or  fabric  thqy  give  the  latest 
no  to  date  touch  to  taO  costume. 


There  are  uo  oil  paintings  to  speak  of 
in  the  church  aud  but  few  frescoes.  Tl.e 
great  altar  pieces  are  almost  exclusively 
flue  mosaic  copies  of  famous  pictures 
which  are  preserved  elsewhere.  Of  these 
reproductions  the  best  is  generally  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  that  of  Guerciuo’s  ’  bt. 
Petronilla”  at  the  end  of  the  right  aisle 
of  the  tribune.  Desbroeses  praises  these 
mosaic  altar  pieces  extravagantly,  and 
even  expresses  the  opinion  that  they  m< 
probably  superior  iu  point  of  color  to 
the  originals,  from  which  they  are  cop 
icd.  In  execution  they  are  certainly 
wonderful,  and  many  a  stranger  looks 
at  them  and  passes  on  believing  them 
to  be  oil  paintings. 

They  possess  the  quality  of  being  im¬ 
perishable  and  beyond  all  influence  of 
climate  or  dampness,  and  tliey  are  mas¬ 
terpieces  Of  mechanical  workmanship. 
But  many  will  think  them  hard  and 
unsympathetic  in  outline  and  decidedly 
crude  iu  color.  Much  wit  has  been  man¬ 
ufactured  by  the  critics  at  the  .  xjh  use 
of  Guido  Reui’s  “Michael.”  f«r  di¬ 
stance.  and  us  many  sharp  things  could 
be  said  about  a  good  many  Other  works 
of  the  same  kind  in  the  church.  \  et, 
on  the  whole,  they  do  not  destroy  the 
general  harmony.  Big  as  they  are,  u  non 
they  are  seen  from  a  little  distanc  e,  they 
sink  into  mere  insignificant  patclu  -  of 
color,  all  but  lost  in  the  deep  richness 
of  the  whole.— Markin  Crawford  in 
Century. 

Th*  Glacier  of  th*  Dead  Plain. 

The  finest  scenery  in  this  part  of  oar 
journey,  at  the  west  end  of  the  famous 
Bernese  oberland,  was  that  of  the  gla¬ 
cier  of  the  great  Dead  plain.

The 
snow  fortunately  remained  hard 
throughout  the  hour  of  our  pas-age, 
thanks  to  a  cool  breeze  aud  a  v  iled 
sun.  The  surface  was  beautiful  1}  rip¬ 
pled  aud  perfectly  clean.
